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.Continuation of 2. NOTE: The applicant's amendment to claim 1 includes the new limitation "the first object comprises an identifier." 
This limitation was not claimed in daim 1 or its dependent claims. Therefore, the amended daim presents a daim of different scope. 
Applicant argues "...the second property is conditionally changed subject to the identifier" (p. 4, lines 2 - 4). The examiner respectfully 
disagrees because this is not recited in daim 1. In particular, the limitation in daim 1 reads "the first call to the first object has 
associated with it an identifier enabling to conditionally invoke the route." This limitation doesn't require the identifier as a parameter to 
conditionally change the second property. Instead, the second property is conditionally changed subject to a defined property route that 
links the first property to the second property (see daim 1, lines 8 - 10), which is taught by Rauch (please see office action). 
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
